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Cops refuse to comment 
on Bellfield confessions

POLICE have refused to comment if 
serial killer Levi Bellfield is to be 
investigated over the brutal double 
killings of Lin and Megan Russell in 
a quiet Kent village 20 years ago. 

Michael Stone, from Gillingham, 
is serving three life sentences for 
the crime, but doubts have long 
lingered over his guilt. He has 
always claimed he was innocent. 

At sentencing he was told he must 
serve at least 25 years behind bars. 

Mrs Russell, 45, had been walking 
back through fields near her home 
on a July afternoon with her two 
children when they were attacked by 
a man wielding a hammer. 

Both she and daughter Megan, 8, 
were killed, along with the pet dog. 
Her other daughter, Josie - just nine 
at the time of the attack - miracu¬ 
lously survived. 

Campaigners for Stone’s inno¬ 
cence have long suggested Bellfield 
- who this week admitted responsi¬ 
bility for the rape and muder of 
Surrey schoolgirl Milly Dowler in 
2002 - may be responsible. 

He was known to attack with a 
hammer and bears a resemblance 


to the photo-fit issued by Kent 
Police at the time of the Russell 
murders in Chillenden, near 
Canterbury. 

Kent Police is referring all calls 
on possible admissions by Bellfield 
to New Scotland Yard, which is 
handling the issue. 

A Met Police spokesman told us: 
“We are liaising with a number of 
other UK police forces in relation to 
information which has been passed 
onto us regarding a number of 


criminal investigations. That 
information remains subject to 
assessment and for that reason we 
will not be discussing the matter in 
further detail at this time. 

“We are not prepared to discuss 
at this time the number of investi¬ 
gations or details of any case.” 

And when asked if Kent was one 
of those constabularies, the 
spokesman said: “We are not 
prepared to discuss that whilst 
assessment remains ongoing.” 


Bellfield had always maintained 
his innocence and refused to give 
evidence at his trial in the murder 
of the 13-year-old. 

But when police spoke to him 
recently over claims he had a 
possible accomplice in the Milly 
Dowler case, it is understood he 
admitted to a string of crimes. 

Bellfield has already been 
convicted for the murders of two 
other young girls and attempted 
murder of a third.

Our rail firms emerge 
with lowest satisfaction 
scores in national study 


SOUTHERN and Southeastern - the two 
rail operators providing services across 
Kent - have come bottom in the latest 
rail passenger satisfaction survey. 

A survey of more than 28,000 
passengers by independent passenger 
watchdog Transport Focus, found a 
slight increase in overall satisfaction 
to 83 per cent in autumn 2015 - up 
from 81 per cent year-on-year. 

But operators with the three 
lowest ratings were all in the south 
east, where long-running improve¬ 
ment work at London Bridge station 
has caused disruption to services. 

Thameslink had the lowest 
proportion of satisfied passengers at 
73 per cent, followed by Southeast¬ 
ern (75 per cent) and Southern (78 
per cent). 

But Southeastern insists it is on 
the right track and points to 
year-on-year improvements. 

It says the 75 per cent is a one per 
cent increase on the previous year, 
and a two-year high. 

Managing director David Statham 


said: “These latest results indicate 
that our passengers value the 
improvements we have been making 
across our network and it is encour¬ 
aging to see satisfaction levels have 
increased on our mainline and high 
speed trains. 

“This aside, we realise there is a 
great deal more work to do to 
improve our scores. We are currently 
part way through a £70m invest¬ 
ment programme that has seen us 
bring in more real time information 
for passengers, refurbish and deep 
clean our trains and stations, and 
provide more employee assistance at 
stations. 

“Our focus is on continuing to 
make improvements that benefit all 
our passengers and working closely 
with Network Rail to improve the 
punctuality of our trains.” 

Southeastern’s franchise currently 
runs until 2018. It is widely expected 
it will face stiff competition to cling 
on to the right to provide train 
services in the south east.

Barnes' fury as Whitehall 
rejects bid to ease Stack 
burden on Kent taxpayer

POLICE and crime commissioner 
Ann Barnes says she has been left 
“utterly surprised” and “disappoint¬ 
ed” after home secretary Theresa 
May refused to foot the bill for addi¬ 
tional costs incurred by Kent Police 
in dealing with Operation Stack last 
summer. 

A letter was sent in November by 
Mrs Barnes to the minister for polic¬ 
ing, fire, criminal justice and vic¬ 
tims, Mike Penning, requesting 
funding under the Home Office spe¬ 
cial grant process to reimburse the 
£576,925 it cost the local taxpayer. 
But Theresa May has turned it down. 

Mrs Barnes said: “Operation Stack 
is acknowledged as a national prob¬ 
lem now, and yet policing services in 
Kent have been put under strain to 
deal with it. Local taxpayers should 
not have to pick up the bill for the in¬ 
ability of others to solve the problem. 

“I need to discuss with the Home 
Office, as a matter of urgency, about

how we can take things forward 
from here to make sure that Kent Po¬ 
lice is not left carrying the can in the 
future. 

“It is simply not acceptable to have 
to routinely divert police resources 


to cover Stack and for those extra 
costs to be borne by the taxpayers in 
Kent. 

“Even this week I saw hundreds of 
lorries parked up on the M20, thanks 
to a difficulty in the tunnel and the 
adverse weather conditions 

“This misery has been going on 
for years and will continue until we 
get a long-term solution.” 

But responding to Mrs Barnes’ 
criticism, minister Mike Penning, 
said: “Police forces should include 
within their policing and budget 
plans reasonable contingencies for 
unexpected events in their areas. 

“Special grant funding is usually 
only available when the additional 
costs are more than one per cent of 
the PCC’s budget, or where the addi¬ 
tional costs might threaten the fi¬ 
nancial stability of the force. 

“At March 31 2015, the Kent PCC 
had £34.4m in resource reserves, 
which increased by more than ten 
per cent last year.” 

Additional costs for Stack repre¬ 
sented 0.2 per cent of the force’s an¬ 
nual budget, the Home Office said.

Are CCTV cameras 
still cutting crime? 

A CONSULTATION has been launched into CCTV 
cameras in Swale - in a bid to ensure they are 
positioned in the correct places to crack down on 
crime and antisocial behaviour (ASB). 

There are currently 84 CCTV cameras in operation 
across Sittingbourne, Faversham, Sheppey and 
surrounding villages, and the local council has a legal 
duty to make sure they are effective. 

Explains Ken Pugh, cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity safety at the council: ‘ ‘Whilst the vast majority are 
effective, a significant number may no longer be 
performing a useful role. 

' "This could be because crime overall has Men in the 
borough, or the issue they were put up to address no 
longer exists. In order to justify the legal need to keep 
these cameras, we are consultingwithlocal people, 
businesses, parish councils and other groups to ask 
their views on the effectiveness of particular cameras.’ ’

Hundreds of lorries 
moved on by cops 

A MAJOR crack down on illegally and unsafe parked 
lorries have seen nearly 450 moved on in the last two 
weeks alone. 

Between January 8 and 21, police officers and 
Highways England officials moved on a total of 447 
lorries found to be parked inappropriately. 

Locations where HGVs were moved on include 
junctions eight, 11 and 13 of the M20, the A20 at Capel-le 
Feme, the A2 near Canterbury, and Farthing Comer on 
the M2. Fixed penalty notices were issued to 37 vehicles. 

It is the latest enforcement by Kent Police and 
Highways England and forms part of a wider 
multi-agency approach to dealing with the broader 
issue of unsafe, illegal and antisocial HGV parking. 

Superintendent Ian Hall, from Kent Police said: 

‘ ‘Parking on the hard shoulder and slip roads of busy 
carriageways for a rest is unsafe and illegal and it puts 
drivers and other road users in danger. 

1 ‘Kent Police and its partners are taking a zero- 
tolerance approach to this kind of behaviour by lorry 
drivers.” 
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Council denies it suppressed 
damning Dreamland report

THANET District Council has hit back at 
claims it deliberately sat on a report which 
warned of the financial risks associated with 
re-opening Dreamland. 

It comes after a former councillor revealed 
details of a report by commercial property 
advisors GVA, in February 2015, over the 
awarding of the contract to run the re-imag¬ 
ined theme park on the seafront. 

In the report, it describes the project as 
having a “substantial risk profile”, that the 
“risk outweighs the benefits” and said “there 
is considerable risk associated with the via¬ 
bility of a scheme of this nature particularly 
in a secondary/ tertiary coastal location”. 

It prompted former Labour and Green Par¬ 
ty councillor Ian Driver, who lost his seat at 
the local elections last May, to accuse the 
council of burying the report. 

It follows news at the end of last year that 
the firm operating Dreamland, Sands Herit¬ 
age Ltd, had run up debts of £2.9m and had 
to strike a compulsory voluntary arrange¬ 
ment (CVA) with creditors. 

Mr Driver said: “What has happened here is 
utterly astounding. Top council bosses were 
in possession of, or knew about, a report from 
a large reputable firm of commercial property

developers warning of the high risk of the 
Dreamland project failing. Instead of acting 
on the warnings and working to develop con¬ 
tingency plans to secure the project, the re¬ 
port was kept secret from councillors. “ 

But the council insists it has done nothing 
wrong. In a statement, it said: “We quite 
rightly sought independent opinion on the 
selection process for the operator of the 
Dreamland amusement park. This is a stand¬ 
ard process for the council. 

“The report was not published by the 


council as it is a commercially sensitive 
document. The extract released, which 
confirms the complexities and risks of a 
unique project of this scale, is something 
that has been acknowledged by the council 
and its partners throughout. 

“The council is perfectly satisfied in fol¬ 
lowing its due process and adopted the rec¬ 
ommendations of the report. Extracting 
comments from a report and taking them 
out of context is inappropriate and mis¬ 
leading.”

Inspectors have “significant 
concerns” about the facility 
following allegations of abuse 
and mistreatment of youngsters 
aired on the BBC’s Panorama 
programme this month. 

An undercover reporter 
captured footage showing staff 
mistreating and abusing 
inmates, and boasting about 
using inappropriate techniques 
to restrain youngsters. 

Other allegations included 
claims that staff tried to hide 
their actions by ensuring they 
were beneath CCTV cameras or 
in areas not covered by them. 

Justice secretary Michael Gove 
announced the appointment of an 
independent improvement board 
to provide “increased oversight” 
at Medway and for G4S to put in 
place an improvement plan. 


THE boyfriend of ex-EastEnders 
actress Sian Blake has agreed to 
return to the UK where he is 
suspected of killing her and their 
two children.

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for classic’s big screen revival 


First reviews are somewhat mixed, but for one Maidstone group the return of the bumbling platoon 
is significant, amid considerable fears it will fall short of the original. Chris Murphy finds out why 


A CLUB devoted to creating 
short films in the style of 
the classic Dad’s Army 
sitcom, says it is nervous¬ 
ly awaiting the release 
next weekend of the big screen return 
of the nation’s much loved Walming- 
ton-on-Sea platoon. 

Dad’s Army, the 2016 movie version, 
features a host of big names recreating 
classic comedy characters such as 
Captain Mainwaring, Sgt Wilson, Cor¬ 
poral Jones and Privates Frazer, Walk¬ 
er, Godfrey and Pike. 

But fans of the ever-green BBC com¬ 
edy - repeats of which continue to be 
shown at prime time on BBC2 - con¬ 
tinue to ponder the merits of bringing 
back characters so synonymous with 
the actors who originally portrayed 
them. 

Colin Taylor is the chairman of the 
Barmy Army Film Club, based in Maid¬ 
stone, which makes its own Dad’s Ar¬ 
my-style films. 

He feels a particular affection with 
the show having grown up in Ram¬ 
sgate, where his family were friends 
with the late, great John Le Mesurier, 
who played Sgt Wilson. 

He told KoS this week: “The new film 
is basically a tribute to Dad’s Army - it 
is never going to replace it. 

“They have tinkered with it, chang¬ 
ing some of the characters and bring¬ 
ing others back. 

“For example, Walker who left the 
platoon very early on in the series. The 
actor James Beck died but the character 
was written out of the programme - 
saying he went to London and never 
came back. This film is set in 1944 and 
all of a sudden, he has reappeared. 

“Also, Godfrey in the original series 
is a conscientious objector and 
wouldn’t bear weapons. In the film, he 
is seen carrying a gun. 

“It will be interesting. They have got 
some brilliant actors on board includ¬

ing some big Hollywood names. But it 
will still be very difficult to reproduce 
the original.” 

Starring in the new version are the 
likes of Toby Jones as Mainwaring, Bill 
Nighy as Wilson, Michael Gambon as 
Godfrey, Inbetweeners’ Blake Harrison 
as Pike and Bill Paterson as Frazer. 

Adds Mr Taylor: “I don’t doubt the 
expectation of the fans is particularly 
high. A lot of them are still saying ‘why 
are they doing this?’. 

“I guess it is because Dad’s Army 
was such a favourite. It still has such a 
large fan base that I do hope it gives 
something to the fans. 

“It will certainly bring back memo¬ 
ries but there will be a lot of compari¬ 
sons made. People will be looking at 
the new actors and compare them to 
the originals. 

“It was such a brilliant series, to try 
and reboot it now after all these years 
is very odd. 

“I’m sure the film company will 
make a few bob out of it, though.” 

The new film also features Catherine 
Zeta Jones - who shot to fame in ITV’s 
Darling Buds of May, much of which 


was filmed on location in Pluckley, 
near Ashford. 

Adds Mr Taylor: “The way we look at 
this at the film club, and we have been 
doing this for 25 years, is we have nev¬ 
er tried to play this Walmington-on- 
Sea platoon. 

“We decided very early on that we 
would be the next platoon along. We 
have had original characters in our 
films. We have had the vicar who 
played the vicar in one of our films. 
And Mrs Fox, played by Pamela Cun- 
dell, was in The Wooden Wonder. We 
also had Colin Bean who played [regu¬ 
lar background platoon member] Pri¬ 
vate Sponge - who is also the godfa¬ 
ther to my son.” 

And no matter what the new movie 
brings, it will never shake his devotion 
to the original. 

He added: “Dad’s Army has gone 
through my life. I’m a fan for life.” 

As for the film itself, the plot is believed 
to surround a spy in the Dover area, But 
despite being central to the plot, all the 
filming was conducted in Yorkshire, a de¬ 
cision, the Kent Film Office explained, 
was down to budget concerns. 


The ‘White Cliffs’ featured in the 
movie was actually Flamborough 
Head in East Riding, Yorkshire.

FEW comedies have proved quite 
so timeless as Dad’s Army. 

From its first black and white 
episodes in 1968 to its finale in 
1977, the show won a special place 
in our hearts. 

Its masterstroke was using a 
host of highly respected actors in 
the twilight of their careers and 
giving them what would become 
the roles for which they would be 
most remembered. 

Only Ian Lavender from the 
original platoon survives. He was 
just 22 when he was cast as Private 
Pike. In fact he is one of just two 
surviving main cast members - a 
dubious honour he shares with 
Frank Williams, who played the

Vicar, the Rev Timothy Farthing, 
who is now 84. 

Remarkably, despite the age of 
many of the cast members, it was 
James Beck - who played spiv 
Private Walker - who died during 
the show’s life. He passed away 
during filming of the sixth series 
in 1973, and only appears in 
on-location shots. He was just 44. 

The show ran over nine series 
and 80 episodes in total and 
spawned a host of spin-offs, 
including radio shows and a stage 
production, all of which featured 
the original cast. 

In 1971 Dad’s Army was also 
turned into a major film featuring 
the regular cast. 


NO KIDDING - WE LOVE IT 
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Trust is cleared as case collapses 

A landmark court case which saw an NHS trust which runs two major Kent hospitals facing corporate 
manslaughter charges is thrown out by the judge, clearing the trust and a consultant anaesthetist

T HE first NHS trust to be 
charged with corporate 
manslaughter has admit¬ 
ted “aspects of care fell 
short” after the trial over 
the death of a woman hours after giv¬ 
ing birth, dramatically collapsed. 

The judge ordered the jury to find 
the Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust not guilty over the death of 
schoolteacher Frances Cappuccini, 
30, in the landmark case. 

Locum consultant anaesthetist Er¬ 
rol Cornish, 68, from Bromley, was 
accused of gross negligence man¬ 
slaughter over his role in the care of 
the mother-of-two, who died after 
postnatal surgery at Tunbridge Wells 
Hospital at Pembury, in October 
2012. 

Judge Mr Justice Coulson instruct¬ 
ed the jury at Inner London Crown 
Court to acquit both defendants on 
Thursday, just over two weeks into 
their trial, having ruled on Wednes¬ 
day that they had no case to answer. 

In his ruling, he praised the Cap¬ 
puccini family’s “dignity” during the 
trial and said: “There is no question 
that Frances Cappuccini should not 
have died at the trust hospital on Oc¬ 
tober 9. 

“It’s inevitable that her family will 
want to know why she died and hold 
someone to account.” 

But the judge outlined a series of 
flaws in the prosecution case, includ¬ 
ing evidence that showed some of lo¬ 
cum Dr Cornish’s actions had been 
“about as far from a gross negligence 
manslaughter case as it is possible to 
be”. He also branded some of the argu¬ 
ments against the trust as “perverse”. 

In a statement released through the 
Medical Protection Society, Dr Cor¬ 
nish said: “I am relieved with the 
court’s verdict. I would like to thank 
my family, friends, legal team and all 
those who supported me through this 
difficult time. 

“I would like to pay tribute to the 
family of Mrs Cappuccini for the re¬ 
straint and dignity they have dis¬ 
played throughout this trial.” 

His lawyer Ian Stern QC highlight¬ 
ed the fact the judge had ruled Dr Cor¬ 
nish did not breach his duty of care, 
and “at the time he left Frances Cap¬ 
puccini after his short involvement 
there was no evidence to support the 
prosecution assertion that she was 
dying”. 


He also said Dr Cornish had had an 
“extremely impressive career”. 

In a statement, the health trust 
said: “Patient safety remains of para¬ 
mount importance and it has been 
shown during the trial that a number 
of compassionate and highly skilled 
clinical teams were involved in caring 
for Frances. 

“The trust has, however, recog¬ 
nised from the start that there were 
aspects of Frances’ care that fell short 
of the standards that the trust would 
expect and they have already apolo¬ 
gised to the family for this. 

“No outcome from these proceed¬ 
ings could bring any consolation to 
the family. 

“The allegation of corporate man¬ 
slaughter has been consistently de¬ 
nied by the trust and now also com¬ 
prehensively rejected by the court. 


“The trust regrets that the Crown 
Prosecution Service (CPS) saw fit to 
pursue the charge in the first place, 
given the additional stress this will 
have caused all involved.” 

The CPS, which brought the case, 
now faces a hefty legal bill after law¬ 
yers for the trust and Dr Cornish in¬ 
dicted they may seek to have their 
costs paid for by the prosecution. 

A CPS spokeswoman said: “The 
prosecution has carefully considered 
the judgment and decided not to ap¬ 
peal his decision. 

“We appreciate that Mrs Cappucci- 
ni’s family will be understandably up¬ 
set by this outcome, but we respect 
the decision made by the judge that 
there was insufficient evidence to 
continue with the trial.” 

Mrs Cappuccini’s widower Tom, 
who had attended court throughout 
the trial, was not present as the fore¬ 
man of the jury of 10 women and two 
men returned formal not guilty ver¬ 
dicts on the order of the judge. 

Mr Justice Coulson told them that 
he had agreed with arguments from 
the defence barristers that neither 
had a case to answer. 

He said: “On my direction, as a mat¬ 
ter of law, both defendants are not 
guilty.” 

Mrs Cappuccini lost more than two 
litres (around four pints) of blood after 
her second son Giacomo was born by 
caesarean section at the hospital. 

She was subsequently operated on 
for a postpartum haemorrhage, but 
never woke up from the anaesthetic. 
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She went into cardiac arrest just 
over three hours after the operation 
had finished on October 9 2012, and 
died at 4.20pm. 

The trial heard that a second anaes¬ 
thetist, Dr Nadeem Azeez, 53, was pri¬ 
marily responsible for Mrs Cappucci¬ 
ni’s care, but did not face a trial 
alongside them because he had re¬ 
turned to his native Pakistan. 

Dr Cornish and Dr Azeez were ac¬ 
cused of serious failings of care that 
led to the death of Mrs Cappuccini just 
hours after she gave birth. 

The prosecution had alleged that Dr 
Azeez, 53, committed a catalogue of 
“very great failures” which left Mrs 
Cappuccini unable to breathe proper¬ 
ly for some time after surgery and led, 
eventually, to her death. 

South African Dr Cornish, 68, who 
once worked as a registrar for heart 
transplant pioneer Dr Christiaan Bar¬ 
nard in his native land, was accused 
of failing to improve the situation af¬ 
ter being called to oversee the more 
junior man. 

The jury was told that Mrs Cappuc¬ 
cini was “intubated” during surgery - 
an invasive procedure which involves 
placing a tube down the throat and 
controlling breathing with a ventila¬ 
tor - but Dr Azeez later removed it as 
he tried to bring her round. 

The prosecution claimed she 
showed signs of struggling to breathe 
independently and Dr Azeez should 
have reintubated her and called for 
help from a more senior medic. 

Dr Azeez is believed to be in his na¬ 
tive Pakistan, which does not have a 
formal extradition treaty with the UK. 

Mr Price also alleged that Dr Cor¬ 
nish, who came to assist Dr Azeez for 
a maximum spell of 40 minutes in the 
midst of several hours of treatment, 
failed to take steps to improve her con¬ 
dition by immediately taking steps to 
reintubate her when he came in. This, 
he claimed was a gross breach of his 
duty of care to the patient. 

Philip Hopkins, a professor of an¬ 
aesthesia at the University of Leeds, 
who produced a prosecution report on 
Mrs Cappuccini’s treatment, told the 
jury that when Dr Cornish arrived in 
the operating theatre “it was still a re¬ 
coverable situation”, adding: “His 
seniority compounded the failings - it 
makes them worse.” 

But Mr Justice Coulson said the 
prosecution had failed to prove Mrs 



Cappuccini was critically ill and need¬ 
ed intubating, criticising Prof Hop¬ 
kins for lacking evidence to back up 
his claims. 

The judge said the evidence showed 
that both doctors had been following 
established guidelines for post-opera¬ 
tive care and Dr Cornish had also no¬ 
tified intensive care after coming to 
assist, leading to more senior anaes¬ 
thetists arriving. 

Additionally Dr Garth Sommer- 
ville, the senior consultant anaesthet¬ 
ist who took over from Dr Azeez and 
Dr Cornish, told the jury that when he 
arrived he did not reintubate Mrs Cap¬ 
puccini either. 

The judge said: “Cornish did not ig¬ 
nore the advice of others and he also 
immediately sought other help. It’s as 
far from a gross negligence man¬ 
slaughter case as it is possible to be. 

“There is no evidence that there 
was an error of judgment at all, let 
alone one that was dangerous.” 

The prosecution had alleged that if 
one or both doctors was found to be 
grossly negligent, causing the death 
of Mrs Cappuccini, the trust can be 
said to have employed someone they 
knew or should have known was not 
suitably qualified or trained for their 
role. 

The prosecution alleged that the 
NHS trust employed Dr Azeez as a 
“specialty doctor” despite the fact that 
he lacked British qualifications and 
employed Dr Cornish as a locum with¬ 
out an interview. 

They also claimed that there were 
problems with the way Dr Azeez had 
been appraised. 

But Mr Justice Coulson said Dr 
Azeez’s four years’ experience as a GP 
in the Punjab and six years working 
in a hospital in Lahore, plus 18 
months at a London hospital, meant 
he had more than enough experience. 

Dr Cornish was entitled to be ap¬ 
pointed without an interview, the 
judge added, given that he had worked 
for the hospital as a locum several 
times previously, and was in its 
“bank” of trusted freelancers. 

He said: “The trust was perfectly 
entitled to use his previous experience 
to employ him again. 

“Cornish has, on the face of it, had 
an extremely impressive career; this 
includes working as a registrar under 
Dr Christiaan Barnard in South Afri¬ 
ca.”

As Option C 
gets the nod - 
does Gravesend 
have a Plan B? 


In the end there were only two options for a new 
lower Thames crossing - Dartford or a site just 
east of Gravesend - and now Highways England 
has thrown its backing behind the latter what’s 
next for those left in the path of the new route?

N DARTFORD, the sound of Champagne 
corks popping was almost as loud as the 
sigh of dismay from neighbours in 
Gravesend. 

Yet the decision to push ahead with 
proposals to build a lower Thames crossing 
east of the town will, in truth, have come as a 
surprise to few. 

With just two options on the table - Option 
A for Dartford and C for Gravesend (B, cutting 
through Swanscombe, was ditched very early 
on amid concerns it would kick the London 
Paramount Resort plans into touch) - both 
sides have been waging a propaganda war for 
months. 

While no final decision on the multi-billion 
pound scheme will be confirmed by the gov¬ 
ernment until the end of the year, the proposed 
scheme would run from the end of the M2, 
crossing the river just east of Gravesend and 
Tilbury and joining the M25 between junc¬ 
tions 29 and 30. 

It will be the first new crossing of the Thames 
east of London since the Queen Elizabeth II 
Bridge opened at Dartford 25 years ago. 

Highways England senior project manager, 
Martin Potts explained: “Deciding where the 
new crossing should go is a vitally important 
decision, and we’ve been working hard to 
identify solutions that strike the best balance 
between improving journeys, getting value for 
money and managing environmental impact. 

“Our assessments have shown that Option C 
provides double the economic benefits of Op¬ 
tion A as well as a clear alternative route to the 
Dartford Crossing, reducing congestion and 
improving resilience of the road network. And 
by choosing a tunnel rather than a bridge we 
can minimise the effects of the new road on 
the environment.” 

Putting another crossing at Dartford - an 
area already so frequently crippled by traffic 
jams and suffering from pollution levels as a 
result of the constant waves of vehicles aiming 
to be siphoned into and out of Essex - was al¬ 
ways going to be a tough sell. 

Diverting traffic way from that M2 5 pinch 
point was always going to get an easier ride. 

Just try telling that to the villagers for whom 
quiet countryside is soon to become dense 
highway. 

John Bugg is vice-chairman of Shorne Par¬ 
ish Council. It is expected the road leading to 
tunnels bored under the Thames, will cut just 
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east of the village. He said: “We are shocked 
and dismayed by the proposals. 

“The preferred route indicated cuts a swathe 
through some of the most beautiful parts of 
our historic village, destroying hoes, ancient 
woodland, farmland and bringing noise and 
pollution to this unspoilt part of Kent. 

“We intend to vigorously oppose this move 
and will do everything in our power to per¬ 
suade government not to choose Option C.” 

They certainly face a tough challenge. Kent 
County Council is supportive of the option. 
Plus it does actually seem to offer a partial so¬ 
lution to the current crush at Dartford. 

But fight they will. 

Kent County Council Green Party council¬ 
lor, Martin Whybrow, said his party were “dis¬ 
mayed” at the proposals: “Kent has some of the 
highest air pollution levels in the country, and 
developing further road networks does noth¬ 
ing to counter this. 

“With air pollution in Kent responsible for 
hundreds of deaths every year, it’s time to stop 
pouring money into more polluting roads. We 
need cleaner, sustainable travel options that 
move people and freight away from vehicles, 
for the sake of people’s health and the sake of 
our environment “ 

John Cubitt is the Conservative leader of 
Gravesham council. He said: “I’m disappoint¬ 
ed with the announcement. We’re still left 
somewhat unsure as government are saying 
they are still considering Option A from Dart¬ 
ford [in a politically shrewd move, that option 
is not completely off the table, no doubt to pre¬ 
vent anyone from directly accusing Highways 
England of a fait accompli]. 

“The A2 and M2 are already running at ca¬ 
pacity with the current levels of traffic,” adds 
Cllr Cubitt, “which has nothing to do with 
traffic at the Dartford crossing.” 

Gravesham’s Tory MP Adam Holloway was 
also left less than impressed and suggested the 
solution should be in Dartford. 

He said: “The traffic from Essex to Kent is 
free flowing, that problem has been solved fol¬ 
lowing the removal of the toll booths last year. 

“The problem is a tunnel heading from 
south to north, the one way to solve the prob¬ 
lem at the Dartford Crossing is to build a bridge 
that lifts traffic over a tunnel for local traffic.” 

So just what happens now? 

An eight-week consultation is now under 
way - concluding on Thursday, March 24. 

It will provide the opportunity for residents 
and businesses to provide feedback on the 
proposals.

BUSINESS chiefs are calling on firms in the 
county to ensure they get actively involved 
in the consultation process to ensure con¬ 
cerns are lodged with the government. 

But the head of one of the county’s biggest 
business organisations says it supports pro¬ 
posals to push ahead with the Gravesend 
option, believing it will deliver the most 
commercial benefits. 

Kent’s chairman of the South East Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership board, Geoff Miles, said: 
“It is vital we get the broadest possible evi¬ 
dence from businesses about how the current 
Dartford crossing impacts their day-to-day 
operations so we can present a strong case to 
ministers and civil servants at Whitehall. 

“A new crossing is vital to keeping traffic 
flowing between the two counties, support¬ 
ing the growth of ports, but also stimulating 
the economies of Kent and Essex.” 

SELEP member and chief executive of 
Kent’s Invicta Chamber, Jo James, added: 
“As a chamber representing more than 
1,400 Kent businesses we are actively sup¬ 
porting Option C. 

“It would improve our connectivity to Eu¬ 
rope and competitiveness, and at the same 
time regenerate an overlooked part of south¬ 
ern England.” 


In addition, there will be 24 public exhibi¬ 
tions in both Kent and Essex where comments 
can be taken face-to-face. The first of which is in 
Gravesend on February 4 (see box). 

Adds Martin Potts from Highways England: 
“This consultation is your chance to have your 
say on a once-in-a-generation, multi-billion 
pound investment that will have wide ranging 
effects for decades. I encourage anyone who 
would like to find out more to check out the con¬ 
sultation materials or come and see us at one of 
the public exhibitions well be hosting.” 


Roads minister Andrew Jones explained: 
“The government is committed to delivering a 
lower Thames crossing which will increase ca¬ 
pacity and provide better, faster journeys across 
the Thames. 

“Once complete it could add over £7bn to the 
economy by increasing investment and busi¬ 
ness opportunities, and create over 5,000 new 
jobs nationally.” 

For Dartford, the relief was clear. It may not 
be completely out of the woods yet, but the 
light at the end of the tunnel is now clearly 


daylight rather than oncoming traffic. 

Says Dartford’s Conservative MP Gareth 
Johnson: “This is great news - I am now confi¬ 
dent Dartford will not get another crossing. 

“We cannot accommodate another river 
crossing and we have worked hard to show 
Highways England that Dartford is not a viable 
option. 

“Option C is the only credible route which 
will be of benefit to all motorists as it offers an 
alternative route. It will also tackle the huge 
problems that exist with pollution in the area 


around Dartford and so I hope it will be built as 
speedily as possible. 

“In the consultation report, it states that Op¬ 
tion A, the route identified at Dartford ‘does not 
provide an alternative route, traffic would still 
be funnelled through the existing corridor from 
junctions 2 to 29 and incidents at Dartford 
would potentially still cause long delays and se¬ 
vere congestion on local roads’.”

tect Rural England (CPRE) are opposed to 
both options. 

Chairman of CPRE Dartford and Grave- 
sham, Alex Hills, said: “We fear this will 
destroy ancient woodland, destroy impor¬ 
tant wildlife habitats which are home to 
protected species and destroy productive 
farmland, needed to feed our growing 
population. 

“It will ruin the beautiful landscapes 
and panoramic views which make Grave- 
sham so special. 

“The crossing itself would not cause all 
the damage. It is the approach road and 
the new transport corridor it would create 


that would be so environmentally damag¬ 
ing. Option C could mean the loss of all the 
open land between Gravesham and Med¬ 
way changing the character of Grave- 
sham for ever.” 

Anti-Option C campaign group 
Abridge2far has refused to give up follow¬ 
ing the reports, but has claimed the rec¬ 
ommendation will “sentence thousands 
to misery”. 

Bob Lane from the group said: “We are 
very disappointed the government and 
Highways England have decided to ignore 
the views of the majority of people during 
the previous consultation in 2013 
who said that they preferred Dartford 


as the site of the new crossing. 

“They have decided to opt for the most 
expensive, most destructive option, which 
will not address the problems at Dartford, 
but will sentence thousands of people on 
both sides of the river to misery and 
pollution.” 

“Abridge2far does not accept that the 
battle is over, we cannot see how the gov¬ 
ernment can justify spending £5billion on 
a crossing east of Gravesend, when a 
bridge at Dartford would only cost a quar¬ 
ter of that, and the tolls at Dartford would 
repay the cost of the bridge in 25 years.”

Following the sad sight of five huge whales washed up on the beaches in Norfolk and Lincolnshire, 
we ask why Kent has seen so many magnificent sea creatures wash up on our coastline over the years

W HEN five mighty 
sperm whales 

washed up on the 
beaches along the 
east coast this week, 
it sparked a major debate into just 
what caused these magnificent crea¬ 
tures to meet such unusual ends. 

And Kent has certainly seen more 
than its fair share of whales wash up on 
its beaches - most frequently along the 
Thanet and north Kent coast as whales 
used to feeding in the deep waters of the 
North Sea find themselves lost and con¬ 
fused and in deadly danger. 

In recent years there was a sperm 
whale washed up at Pegwell Bay, a 
minke whale in Birchington, and a 
young humpback found dead off the 
coast of Grain and towed into Sheer¬ 
ness. In just October, a 35ft minke was 
washed up in Cliftonville near Mar¬ 
gate. 

What’s more, it was almost exactly 
ten years ago that the nation was 
transfixed by what became known as 
the ‘Thames whale’ which found itself 
lost and swimming through central 
London - attracting thousands to peer 
from bridges at the northern 
bottlenose. 

A dramatic effort to rescue the crea¬ 
ture saw it towed along the Kent coast 
in a bid to release it in the North Sea, 
but the strain saw it die just outside 
Gravesend. 

So just why do these animals so of¬ 
ten find themselves stranded on our 
beaches?

A FIFTH whale washed up on the 
east coast of the country on 
Monday near to where four others 
have been found since last Friday. 

The sperm whale is believed to 
be from the same pod as those 
found in Hunstanton, Norfolk, and 
Skegness, Lincolnshire, on Friday 
and over the weekend. 

The fifth whale was discovered 
on Monday in Wainlleet, five 
miles from Skegness. 

Graffiti has been sprayed on the 
bodies of two of the whales on the 
beach near Gibraltar Point in 
Skegness. Messages reading 


“Fukushima RIP”, “CND” and 
“man’s fault” have been written in 
white lettering on the bodies of 
the whales. 

The dead animals are believed 
to have been part of a group of six 
spotted in The Wash last Friday. 

The pod has been linked to 12 
whales that stranded and died in 
the Netherlands and Germany 
earlier this month. 

Richard Johnson of the 
UK Coastguard said: “We 
believe that the three whales at 
Skegness died at sea and then 
washed ashore.” 


Leading the attempt to save the 
Thames whale was project manager 
for the UK’s cetacean strandings inves¬ 
tigation programme, Rob Deaville, 
from the Zoological Society of London. 

He worked alongside the Kent-based 
volunteer organisation British 


Divers Marine Life Rescue. 

Mr Deaville told us: “The Thames 
whale was significant because it was 
the first time in the world it had hap¬ 
pened like this. There was an extraor¬ 
dinary reaction from the public at the 
time who were there or watched on TV.

At one point we were a mile away from 
shore and could still hear the crowds 
cheering us on. 

“We are learning more and more 
about strandings of these species. We 
were able to recover samples from the 
whales while they are alive and after 
they have died. 

“Sadly, one thing that does stand out 
is that if the Thames whale was to re¬ 
turn or a similar species, we would 
preferentially use euthanasia, to be 
honest. 

“We learned that the whale was ex¬ 
tremely compromised. They are deep 
sea feeders and feed on a species of 
squid which is found below 1,000 me¬ 
tres. 

“This means they can’t feed in the 
North Sea, and if they can’t feed, they 
become dehydrated and there is a big 
knock-on effect. That means euthana¬ 
sia on welfare grounds would be better 
than to try and effect a float-and-res- 
cue like we did 10 years ago. 

“Towing it back to its native waters 
off north east Scotland was not practi¬ 
cal. It would have taken days to get 
there but which point the animal 
would have died. 

“We did intend to take it back out to 
waters in the southern North Sea and 
release it to give it a chance to get back. 

“Since then, we have seen many oth¬ 
er strandings and all have been simi¬ 
larly compromised. We have had quite 
a few on the north Kent coastline. 

“If you look at the shape of the North 
Sea, it is like a funnel narrowing down 
to a bottleneck between Dover and Cal¬ 
ais, which is also the world’s busiest 
shipping lane, and would be very noisy 
for whales. They can simply get lost 


and end up on beaches. It is a pinch 
point. 

“We have seen some humpback 
whales becoming stranded, and in a 
way this is a good thing, because it 
means there are more of them out 
there since we ended commercial 
whaling a few years ago. It is not good 
for the individual that is stranded, but 
might be evidence of a healthier popu¬ 
lation out there. 

“It is important to understand it is 
not always terrible news for the species 
when one becomes stranded.” 

As for why whales in larger numbers 
have started to head south in to the 
English Channel and the Kent area, Mr 
Deaville is puzzled. 

He said: “That is the six million dol¬ 
lar question. We don’t know. We are 
trying to separate the natural and un¬ 
natural strandings. It is hard to know 
why they are entering the North Sea in 
the first place.” 

As for the historic suggestions that 
some whales deliberately beach them¬ 
selves because they know their life is 
naturally coming to an end, Mr Deav¬ 
ille is sceptical. 

He told us: “I think that is an an¬ 
thropomorphic interpretation. Science 
has moved on from those sorts of ideas. 

“There are lots of drivers for strand¬ 
ing events, but suicide or angst is not 
one of them.” 

If you happen to spot a whale come 
ashore, it is important the alert the sci¬ 
ence team. 

Mr Deaville is appealing to people to 
phone 0800 652 0333 and give loca¬ 
tion details.

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Author swings a hook 
at fall of boxing’s best 

Book charts history of boxing’s premier title but bemoans 
how different belts have diluted the impact of the champs

N AUTHOR who once 
sparred alongside a con¬ 
tender for the heavy¬ 
weight boxing champi¬ 
onship of the world, says 
he is growing increasingly concerned 
about the dilution of the once mighty 
sport 

Anton Shapiro, 76, who has spent 
the last 20 years living in Canterbury, 
has penned Chasing the Undisputed 
Crown - published on Friday - which 
explores the history of the sport, from 
its gritty, illegal bouts of the late 
1800s to the bright-light spectacle it 
has become today. 

That, though, is a source of shame 
for Mr Shapiro, who believes boxing 
associations are to blame for muddy¬ 
ing the waters of the sport. 

He believes where there can be 
more than one title holder in the same 
weight category it devalues the title of 
‘heavyweight champion of the world’ 
which so many young men grew up 
aspiring to be. 


He told KoS: “I wanted to recognise 
a number of worthy champions but I 
also wanted to pinpoint the disservice 
that is currently being done to the 
sport. 

“Tyson Fury’s victory [over 
Wladimir Klitschko in November] 
was a phenomenal achievement but if 
you looked in the paper or on TV or 
online, it barely got any coverage, it 
was buried beneath football, tennis 
and cricket stories. 

“A few decades ago, being crowned 
a champion would have been front 
page news and it’s a real shame. 

“I don’t think this demise is a par¬ 
ticularly modern phenomenon, it’s 
been brewing over time, and that was 
the real inspiration behind writing 
the book - to protest and speak out 
against what boxing has become.” 

Chasing the Undisputed Crown is a 
comprehensive history of the sport, 
following the bare knuckle brawls of 
John L Sullivan through to Jack John¬ 
son, whose attempt to break the racial 
barriers ended in riots, via tales of Joe 
Louis, Mike Tyson and, of course, Mu¬ 
hammad Ali. 

“It was really interesting to investi¬ 


gate the lives of some of these fighters 
who had a really tough time of it in 
terms of having to face racism.” he 
said. 

“But a lot of people say the golden 
era was from 1892 to 1925 because 
there was no media, no TV but a lot of 
fight clubs used to pop up, and people 
went there for entertainment. 

“That just wouldn’t be possible to¬ 
day.” 

A former amateur boxer himself, 
Mr Shapiro trained at the famous 
Stillman’s Gym in New York City - 
once home to the likes of Jack Demp¬ 
sey, Georges Carpentier, Primo Cam¬ 
era, Fred Apostoli and Rocky 
Marciano - after travelling to Canada 
to serve in the army as a teenager. 

Although a good prospect on fight 
cards, bad eyesight stopped Mr Sha¬ 
piro’s career in its tracks. 

“It was probably for the best,” he 
said. 

“I’m not too disappointed because I 
managed to do a lot of other incredible 
things with my life, and focus on art 
and writing, for example.” 

While at the star-studded gym, he 
often trained with Tommy ‘Hurri-

cane’ Jackson, a former contender for 
Marciano’s title and who squared up 
to Floyd Patterson in 1957 in a bid to 
wrestle the title off him. 

He eventually succumbed to a 
tenth-round technical knock out. 
Three years later he quit the ring. 

“I became quite good friends with 
Tommy,” Mr Shapiro recalls. 

“I used to go on the punchbag be¬ 
fore him, until he’d come over and say 
it was his turn - I was wise and de¬ 


cided not to get in his way. 

“The trainer, Whitey Bimstein, told 
me off once because I went in bare¬ 
chested, so I had to wear Tommy’s t- 
shirt and it came down to my knees 
because he was so big. 

“Sadly I haven’t still got it, I had to 
give it back to him.” 

A featherweight himself, Mr Sha¬ 
piro says that it’s not just what goes 
on inside the ring that’s so appealing 
about heavyweight boxers, but it’s 


the larger-than-life personalities that 
help make the sport so compelling. 

“Heavyweights are fascinating be¬ 
cause it is the ultimate weight, you 
become the ultimate champion, and 
the fighters know that,” he said. 

“Obviously there have been some 
big personalities over the years and 
that is definitely part of what makes it 
so special, and I wanted to try and 
bring that back to life in the book. 

“Even Fury now, people are 
unhappy with his comments but he’s 
a winner, and he brought the heavy¬ 


weight divison back to England. 

“Germaine Greer said far worse 
things about men.” 

In addition to Fury’s success, with 
David Haye making a comeback ear¬ 
lier this month, and with Anthony 
Joshua seemingly growing in stature 
with each knockout victory, the fu¬ 
ture looks bright for British heavy¬ 
weight boxing, and Mr Shapiro is 
supportive of this current crop, even 
if he has reservations about the direc¬ 
tion in which the sport is going. 

Despite plenty of travelling over the 


years, which involved a bohemian 
lifestyle in Amsterdam and Paris, Mr 
Shapiro is now settled in Canterbury, 
writing two novels and a prize-win¬ 
ning short story. 

There he has two daughters, Min 
and Deborah, and a grandson, Oliver. 

“He doesn’t like the sight of blood,” 
Mr Shapiro said. 

“I don’t think he’s going to be a box¬ 
er himself any time soon.”

B ROADSTAIRS’ Meg Dyos 
says she is ‘thrilled and 
overwhelmed’ after com¬ 
pleting a gruelling 9,200- 
mile row across the Pacific 

Ocean. 

She joined the third leg of the trip 
which originally set off from San 
Francisco in April, before arriving in 
Australia in the early hours of Mon¬ 
day morning. 

Ms Dyos, 25, grew up in Ramsgate 
and joined the crew in Samoa. 

Rowing in their pink 29ft boat, 
called Doris, they arrived shortly be¬ 
fore lam, after 257 days of enduring 
storms, enormous waves, sea sick¬ 
ness and the odd attack of flying fish. 

Speaking to KoS after landing in 
Australia, Ms Dyos said: “I don’t 
think there’s any amount of training 
that can prepare you for what we 
have done. 

“We had a psychologist who really 
helped, he made us work together in a 
team and really appreciate each oth¬ 


er’s strengths and weaknesses, and 
get the best out of each other. 

“In the first week when it was pitch 
black with all these waves crashing it 
was a real shock to the system. I 
hadn’t really thought about the 
waves before I got on the boat, which 
sounds ridiculous. 

“Doris kept us safe. We say she was 
like a floating coconut, she just gets to 
the top of the waves and rides them. 
She was our home and we had com¬ 
plete faith in her. We never at any 
point thought she would let us down.” 

The four women nosed Doris’s fad¬ 
ed bow into the Marlin Marina at 


Cairns to be greeted by their proud 
families and friends. 

“Rowing into the marina we were 
all so excited and as soon as we saw 
our families we all broke down in 
mass emotion,” said Ms Dyos. 

“My family keep crying. They are 
relieved that we are not getting back 
on the boat and we are done with the 
journey.” 

After their arrival Laura Penhaul, 
Natalia Cohen, Emma Mitchell and 
Ms Dyos hugged each other before 
joining hands and taking their first 
unsteady steps onto solid ground for 
more than three months. 


Sitting down for a well-earned beer 
in front of scores of people who 
cheered them ashore, the women 
were all grins as they described their 
expedition and arrival as “an over¬ 
whelming experience”. 

So how does it feel being back on 
dry land? 

“We are all a bit achy, my calf mus¬ 
cles are really achy now because I’m 
not used to walking,” said Ms Dyos. 

“When you have seen only three 
other faces for the whole 77 days it’s 
an adjustment. We haven’t even lis¬ 
tened to Adele’s new album, we have 
missed Christmas and New Year, 
there’s a lot to catch up on. It’s a little 
bit crazy. 

“We are thrilled and overwhelmed. 
The reaction that we got and the 
amount of media we had was just 
nothing we expected - it was 
amazing.” 

There were conflicting emotions as 
they said goodbye to Doris, whose 
cramped cabins and salty deck have 
been their home for three quarters of 
a year. 

Their final few days on the waves 
were spent negotiating the Great Bar¬ 





rier Reef and dodging dive-bombing 
boobie birds, and with conditions 
conspiring against them and supplies 
dwindling fast they had to dig deep to 
finish the last few miles. 

Writing on their blog last Sunday 
on their final day of rowing, they said: 
“The last 8,500 nautical miles don’t 
matter anymore, it is all about these 
last 20. It’s fair to say that with physi¬ 
cal exhaustion, sleep deprivation and 
a lack of savoury food we are being 
tested to our limits. 

“However this is where we draw on 
our spirit, row hard, row strong, row 
together.” 

Despite taking three months longer 
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than planned the expedition has set 
two world records, the women be¬ 
coming the first all-female team and 
the first team of four to row the 
Pacific. 

The journey, split into three legs 
with resupply stops in Hawaii and Sa¬ 
moa, was completed in its entirety by 
three of the crew - Ms Penhaul, 31, 
Ms Cohen, 40, both from London, and 
Ms Mitchell, 30, from Marlow in 
Buckinghamshire. 

Isabel Burnham, 31, from Saffron 
Walden near Cambridge, completed 
the crew for the first leg; Lizanne van 
Vuuren, 27, a South African who 
grew up in Newbury, took over for the 


second stage, while Ms Dyos manned 
the oars for the final section. 

And Ms Dyos said the experience 
has brought her closer to the other 
team members. 

“I never really knew the girls be¬ 
fore. I got on at Samoa as someone 
who didn’t really have a clue about 
rowing and wasn’t sure what my 
place would be on the team. 

“You see each other at your worst 
and at your absolute best. It’s 
amazing. 

“At one point, after we’d landed, 
Laura was across the other side of the 
room from me and it felt like too far.” 

The expedition got off to a bad start 


when water damage to Doris’s bat¬ 
tery charging system forced them 
back to California, costing 16 days. 

Back on the ocean they rowed con¬ 
tinuously as pairs in two-hour shifts, 
sleeping 90 minutes at a time. Each 
consumed 5,000 calories a day, de¬ 
vouring freeze-dried meals with a 
side of protein bars, chocolate, fruit or 
nuts, washed down with desalinated 
sea water. 

The rowers had to contend with a 
battering from a tropical storm, 
waves the size of houses and the 
heart-stopping approach of a hump¬ 
back whale that surfaced just yards 
away.

Drenched by rain and seawater 
they endured painful sores, but also 
faced temperatures so hot they 
cooked a pancake on the deck just 
from the sun’s rays. 

Setbacks from El Nino and a notori¬ 
ous stretch of ocean where the winds 
died away left them weeks behind 
schedule, and when they reached Sa¬ 
moa they were days from running 
out of food, but emails and the occa¬ 
sional call from home helped them 
through the dark times. 

With their expedition - filmed for a 
documentary, Losing Sight Of Shore 
- now over, the Coxless Crew will 


concentrate on raising funds for the 
two charities they are supporting, 
Walking With The Wounded and 
Breast Cancer Care. 

“The journey is done but it’s only 
just beginning for our fundraising,” 
said Ms Dyos. 

“There’s donations coming in from 
left right and centre, which is bril¬ 
liant, but there’s a big gap in between 
what we’ve raised so far - around 
£40,000 - and our target- £250,000. 
It feels like we are not even a quarter 
of the way there.”

Film captures father’s heroics in

closer to a cure, but Harrison is facing 
the inevitable, as most of those who 
suffer from Duchenne die in their late 
teens. 

“But, as Alex has said before, we 
might not be able to save Harrison, 
but we could save the next generation 
of children.” 

Speaking in an interview last sum¬ 
mer, Mr Smith explained his contro¬ 
versial tactic. He explained: “When I 
said ‘I wish my son had cancer’ in an 
ad that appeared in the London 
Evening Standard, I knew it would 
upset a lot of families whose children 
had - or had had - cancer. 

“I replied to every single hurt re¬ 
sponse saying that at least anyone 
with any type of cancer has a treat¬ 
ment option such as chemotherapy or 
radiotherapy that might work, offer¬ 
ing a tiny glimmer of hope. Even with 
an incurable cancer diagnosis there 
may be options to extend life, none of 
North & West 


which is possible with Duchenne. 

“We had so much support - hun¬ 
dreds of people took on race challeng¬ 
es, organised bake sales and mufti 
[dress down] days at work and helped 
set up our annual London ball. 

“We’ve gone from turning over 
£190,000 in our first year to almost 
three times that in 2014, our third 
year, with projections to hit the £1 
million mark for 2015. 

“Our five-year plan is to be a sig¬ 
nificant part of the £1 billion-plus 
needed to profoundly change the 
course for those with Duchenne. The 
ten-year plan is for me to be made re¬ 
dundant because we will have 
achieved what we set out to do. That 
will be the best redundancy any dad 
could dream of.” 


The hour-long documentary will pre¬ 
miere at the festival on Februay 5, and 
will be shown again on February 6. 

Several UK broadcasters are vying 
for The Challenge, produced by Salon 
Pictures, and the 85 minute feature- 
length documentary will be seen in 
cinemas around the country later in 
the year. 

Mr Williams concluded: “DMD 
mainly affects boys and is passed ge¬ 
netically through the female side of 
the family. 

“Though we are delighted at being 
chosen as the only UK film among the 
20 world premieres from all over the 
world at this year’s festival, the most 
important thing is to raise awareness 
about this dreadful and currently fa¬ 
tal disease.”

A FILM charting a family’s 
struggle as one of its 
youngest members suf¬ 
fers with a life-limiting 
illness is set to premiere 
at an American film festival next 
week. 

Appearing at the Santa Barbara 
film festival in California, The Chal¬ 
lenge tells the story of the Smith fam¬ 
ily from Surrey, in particular that of 
Alex Smith as he competes in a gruel¬ 
ling triathlon, pulling or carrying his 
son Harrison along the whole time. 

Harrison, nine, has Duchenne 
muscular dystrophy, a genetic disor¬ 
der that shortens life and affects the 
muscles. 

In the documentary, film-maker 
Peter Williams, who lives in 
Boughton-under-Blean, near Faver- 
sham, follows the family as they cope 
with living with the disorder, and Mr 
Smith’s efforts to raise awareness, 
funds and train for for the gruelling 
Challenge Denmark triathlon. 

Mr Williams is president of the Can¬ 
terbury Festival, chair of the Marlowe 
Theatre Development Trust and a 
Kent ambassador. He described work¬ 
ing with the family as a “privilege”. 

He said: “Two years ago I was 
asked to film the family, the mother 
Donna, father Alex and their two 
children, Harrison and William. 

“They were living with the fact that 
Harrison suffered from Duchene 
muscular dystrophy, and there was 
terrible emotion when they had to 
test William as well, as it’s a genetic 
disease.” 

“It was a great privilege working 
with the family, and seeing how both 
mother and father coped with their 
situation. 

“They had a baby boy who seemed 
perfectly healthy, but by age four they 
learned that not only was he quite 
unhealthy, but that he was not going 
to live for very long. 

“Donna rediscovered her love for 
photography and recording, she ex¬ 
plained to me she had to record those

memories. 

“Filming Alex’s extraordinary 
burst into action to bring something 
positive from this dreadful disease 
was a privilege to watch. 

“He described himself as a ‘flabby 
daddy’ but he was determined to do a 
triathlon to raise money for Harri¬ 
son’s charity he had set up; Harri¬ 
son’s Fund.” 

Mr Smith described himself as a 
“17-stone, wine-drinking couch po¬ 
tato” but set about transforming his 
body. 

The triathlon involves more than 
two miles of swimming, 111 miles of 
cycling and 26 miles running 

During filming, Mr Williams ad¬ 
mitted it was sometimes tough to wit¬ 
ness scenes of such powerful emotion 
playing out before him. 

“Four athletes went with Alex and 
Harrison for the triathlon to encour¬ 
age him,” he explains. “No matter 
how slow he went, he had four blokes 
with him every step of the way, I 
found that to be one of the most mov¬ 
ing things, even when I talk about it 
now it moves me.” 

The emotional journey, which it is 
hoped will eventually be shown on 
UK television, was described as Mr 
Williams as “true reality television”. 

He explains: “Reality shows aren’t 
reality, they’re simply manufactured 
situations which never quite happen. 

“This family’s reality is an emo¬ 
tional and moving story of them tak¬ 
ing on this difficult situation, and its 
something anyone can learn from. 

“That’s the power of television, it 
has the potential to do so much good” 

Mr Smith gained national atten¬ 
tion when he released an awareness 
campaign stating “I’d rather my son 
had cancer”. 

But Mr Williams, a freeman of the 
city of Canterbury, believed that the 
campaign was never about Mr Smith 
being seen. 

“He was not trying to gain publici¬ 
ty for himself, he was trying to turn 
the negative into a positive, by raising 
awareness. 

“At the moment it’s a race against 
time, scientists are getting closer and

Nicky Blanchard, centre manager 
of Royal Victoria Place, and co-found¬ 
er of RTWT, told KoS at the launch at 
the Assembly Hall Theatre: “This is 
about Tunbridge Wells and how we 
can all work together. 

“It’s not about individual logos or 
self-promotion, it’s about promoting 
the town and selling Tunbridge Wells 
to the wider market. 

“This kind of thing has never been 
done here before and it’s so important 
to get that blend of businesses collab¬ 
orating.

A FTER a successful festive 
season which saw trad¬ 
ers unite to swell the 
crowds, dozens of busi¬ 
nesses in Tunbridge 
Wells this week launched a new 
scheme which could prove a blue¬ 
print for other towns to replicate. 

It follows a Christmas which saw 
visitors in the town’s Royal Victoria 
Place shopping complex rocket to 
1.5million - up 15 per cent on the pre¬ 
vious year. 

January saw footfall up eight per 
cent too. 

The secret to that success was put 
down to a co-ordinated push by the 
local authority, town centre traders 
and leisure facilities. 

Now, building on that, comes Roy¬ 
al Tunbridge Wells Together (RTWT). 
Launched on Wednesday, it unites 
various organisations and businesses 
aimed at trumpeting the spa town as 
a top destination for retailers, busi¬ 
ness, leisure and culture. 

Over recent months firms ranging 
from hotels to hairdressers, banks to 
sculptors have signed up to be part of 
the project, vowing to fulfil the ambi¬ 
tion of giving Tunbridge Wells the 
competitive edge over local rivals. 

And while Tunbridge Wells is bet¬ 
tered only by Canterbury in its appeal 
to visitors in the county, other town 
centres will be paying close heed to 
the project with a view to breathing 
new life into their high streets. 

Nationwide, the shift towards on¬ 
line retailers and out-of-town devel¬ 
opment has seen traditional retail 
hubs suffer terribly. But after years of 
pondering a response, now towns are 
coming out fighting with co-ordinat¬ 
ed campaigns, such as this. 

To date, RTWT has raised £250,000 
towards the administration costs of 
the project over the next three years. 
One key challenge will be the peren¬ 
nial issue of uniting the various 
strands of the town - most notably the 
lower end, with the Pantiles, and the 
upper with Royal Victoria Place. 
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this money but we need more - we 
need the individuality, creativity and 
passion of small businesses, because 
without those and our independent 
shops, we aren’t special, we’re just 
like any town. 

“This is a beautiful place, I hate 
leaving Tunbridge Wells, and so we 
want to share that with as many peo¬ 
ple as possible, and open up opportu¬ 
nities for everyone.” 

In exchange for becoming a mem¬ 
ber of the organisation, which offers 
benefits such as promotion via social 
media and involvement in campaigns 
and networking events, it asks small 
businesses for a fee of £250 per year. 

A town centre manager and ad¬ 
ministrator will be employed by the 
organisation from April to work on 
the delivery of its business plan, with 
North & West 


the office situated in the heart of the 
town centre in Ely Court. 

According to portfolio holder for 
tourism leisure and economic devel¬ 
opment, Jane March, the scheme has 
the full backing of Tunbridge Wells 
Borough Council (TWBC), which has 
committed £40,000 toward the initi¬ 
ative. 

She told KoS: “The council has 
been 100 per cent behind this from 
the go, and we’ve said this is what 
we’ve been waiting for. 

“When you see people who have 
commitment and enthusiasm and 
you feel that they’re going to make it 
work, you can’t help but want to get 
involved. 

“People like these don’t come 
around everyday so you’ve got to 


snap them up when you can. 

“One of the hairdressers I was 
speaking to used to work in London 
and moved down here, and he said a 
lot of his clients followed him. 

“These people then go and shop 
and have lunch and spend a whole 
day in the town, which is fantastic. 

“We always hear about people go¬ 
ing from Tunbridge Wells to London 
and it’s so refreshing to see it reversed 
like that and having them come back 
down here.” 

Another significant part of its strat¬ 
egy will be to create close links with 
Kent Police and the town’s safe town 
partnership to minimise street crime 
and anti-social behaviour, and there¬ 
fore making it as attractive a destina¬ 
tion as possible. 

RTWT will engage with TWBC and 
KCC on consultations regarding 
planning, transport, parking and li¬ 
censing, tying in with one of the pri¬ 
mary aims of the business plan: to 
ensure that parking and access issues 
do not deter footfall or shorten dwell 
times in the 
town.

Leaders also revealed the possibili¬ 
ty of Tunbridge Wells becoming a 
self-sustainable Business Improve¬ 
ment District (BID), such as the one 
seen in Canterbury. 

It sees traders may a levy which 
goes towards improvements to the 
city centre. 

Cllr March said: “If we can look to 
become a BID in the future, that’s all 
well and good, but we have to start 
somewhere, and that’s why we’re get¬ 
ting this off the ground. 

“Right now what excites me is the 
enthusiasm of different people and 
that’s really wonderful to see.”

Molly Kersey-Law spoke to the singer about his role in hit musical Footloose... 


INGER Gareth Gates will 
be performing in Dart- 
ford next month. 

Mr Gates shot to fame

T HE amount of 
dairy I was pack¬ 
ing away was 
shocking to be 
honest,” says Aine 


Carlin, gravely. 

It was this realisation, and the fact 
that “every single meal had some 
form of dairy in it”, that sent the food 
writer, former actress and award¬ 
winning blogger into a tailspin over 
what she was putting into her body. 

“I opened the fridge one day and 
had a hard look at what we were eat¬ 
ing,” she recalls - and six years on, 
she has no regrets about going vegan. 

Understandably so, considering her 
first book, Keep It Vegan, won the 
2014 PETA award for best vegan 
cookbook and the 2015 Gourmand 


award for best UK vegan book. 

Originally from Derry, Northern 
Ireland, Ms Carlin had always been 
interested in food and cooking from 
scratch, but her vegan transforma¬ 
tion took place during a stint living in 
Chicago. 

“Chicago itself had a massive, mas¬ 
sive effect on me. They were so far 
ahead of us in regards to vegetarian¬ 
ism and veganism - I’d never seen 
vegetarian food like it. 

“So when I’d seen the possibilities 
of what it could be like, it became ex¬ 
citing to me, whereas before, it 
seemed like you were depriving your¬ 
self and it was just a horrible, joyless 
existence, you know?” 

Now based in Cornwall, Ms Carlin 
sounds the opposite of joyless.

Not only has going vegan given her 
a whole new career avenue, it’s had a 
huge impact on her health and how 
she feels about herself. 

Dairy ‘was the first thing to go’, she 
says, but claims there isn’t anything 
she misses from her previous, cheese- 
tastic diet. 

“The problem is people look for 
products that taste almost exactly the 
same as the dairy products that they 
miss,” she muses. 

“I think you just need to forget 
about that and just go: ‘It’s never go¬ 
ing to taste like that, but I’m going to 
enjoy this for what it is’.” 

The premise of her latest book, The 
New Vegan, is to make vegan eating 
accessible to everyone. 

“I love communal eating; for me it’s 


all about sharing food, and veganism 
has a very solitary image. You do it 
yourself and for yourself, you eat 
alone and there’s something about 
that that’s very depressing for me. 

“I wanted to open it out. It’s more 
about sharing your lifestyle and shar¬ 
ing your food, and everyone sitting 
around a big table and passing bowls 
of this, that and the other.” 

“When people think about vegan¬ 
ism, they think it’s very dogmatic, 
that you’re being told what to eat, 
that you’re being criticised if you slip 
up, and I want to get away from that 
mindset, because it’s destructive and 
it doesn’t work in the long term,” she 
says passionately. 

“It’s about being supporting and ac¬ 
cepting of everyone and enjoying food.”

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Norway has much natural beauty 



TRAVEL REVIEW: Norway

W HEN British astronaut 
Tim Peake was forced 
to abandon his first 
spacewalk, after a life- 
threatening bubble of 
water developed in his colleague’s 
helmet, I’m certain he was apprecia¬ 
tive of a competent crew. 

Unfortunately, I can’t say the same 
about the inept individuals in my 
own space shuttle, who are furiously 
fiddling with touchscreens as we hur¬ 
tle into a solar storm. Alarms fire, 
systems fail and we hit blackout. 

In reality, we haven’t left the Earth’s 
atmosphere; we haven’t even left the 
ground. Our adventure is part of 
Spaceship Aurora, a visitor attraction 
at the Andoya Space Centre in Nor¬ 
way’s Vesteralen archipelago. 

Sat directly below the auroral oval, 
it’s the ideal place to study the north¬ 
ern lights. Since 1962, scientists have 
been launching rockets to determine 
how space weather impacts our in¬ 
creasingly digital world. 

Although just south of popular 
Tromso, Vesteralen attracts a frac¬ 
tion of the visitors who descend on 
the aurora capital; that’s largely 
down to journey time and lack of 
awareness. Yet a stirring landscape of 
serrated mountain peaks, an abun¬ 
dance of wildlife and - crucially - few 
people, make this one of Europe’s best 
kept winter secrets. 

Then, of course, there’s the promise 
of aurora activity. I’m visiting in Jan¬ 
uary when it’s cold - currently minus 
16C, although temperatures are nor¬ 
mally much milder as a result of the 
Gulf Stream - skies are clear and the 
weather is relatively stable. 

It takes 18 hours for solar storms to 
reach Earth, and aurora predictions 
for the next few nights look good. 

But it’s daylight hours that interest 


BEAUTY: The northern lights 
me most. 

For many years, whale watching 
has been a popular activity in An- 
denes, a small fishing port at the 
northern tip of Andoya Island. More 
recently, increasing numbers of orcas 
have been arriving from mid-Decem¬ 
ber to February to feed on herring. 

“We set up a winter programme 
four years ago, but it only really took 
off last season,” says Daniele Zanoni, 
a photographer and marine wildlife 


expert who helps run Whalesafari 
Andenes. Zoologist Mark Carwardine 
is chartering the company’s M/S 
Reine vessel for his new whale watch¬ 
ing and northern lights tours. 

Originally built in 1949, the 80-ca- 
pacity boat was adapted for whale 
watching purposes in the late nine¬ 
ties. Different level viewing platforms 
offer flexibility for photographers, 
and an indoor cabin, toilet facilities 
and constant supply of tea and bis¬ 


cuits make the two to three hour trips 
extremely comfortable. 

We leave port at 10am as slithers of 
tangerine light creep across the sky. 

In early January, the sun doesn’t 
rise above the horizon; instead the 
heavens glow from explosive reds to 
chilling blues, as dawn segues into 
dusk. Within minutes, a pod of 10 or¬ 
cas has appeared, their large dagger¬ 
like dorsal fins mirroring Andoya’s 
jagged coastline.

We’re captivated by the display un¬ 
til some new arrivals threaten to steal 
the show - a pair of humpbacks and 
even a mighty sperm whale. 

I can barely move in the insulation 
suit necessary for our wet and bumpy 
excursion, but the opportunities we 
have to get close to the orcas are ex¬ 
hilarating and unparalleled. 

One large male greets me at eye- 
level before ducking underneath our 
boat. 

By the time we return from our 
three-hour trip, it’s almost dark. That 
gives us ample time to rest in the 
grand 1900s fishing house, which 
Martin rents out, before setting off on 
a northern lights hunt. 

My boyfriend and I have rented a 
car (equipped with winter tyres), 
meaning we can explore at our own 
pace. We buy crampons and climb the 
snow-covered Ramnan Mountain us¬ 
ing a steep but easily navigable path. 

The location is not listed on maps, 
but is identifiable by lasers beaming 
skyward from the Alomar Observa¬ 
tory. The views from the top are as¬ 
tonishing, as we watch swirls of au¬ 
rora skim the ocean like spinning 
tops. 

It’s a natural beauty that defies any 
scientific or space age explanation.

OUR BRAND IS CRISIS 

(15, 107 mins) Drama/Comedy 

COLD unvarnished truth rarely 
darkens the doorstep of modem 
politics. Instead, slick sound bites, 
unsustainable promises, smear 
campaigns and scare tactics are 
employed to herd an apathetic 
electorate, which gets more excited 


about the winner of a reality TV 
contest than the shifting sands of 
Westminster. 

Our Brand Is Crisis is a sharp 
and sporadically biting satire of 
political spin and intrigue, inspired 
by Rachel Boynton’s 2005 docu¬ 
mentary of the same title about the 
impact of American campaign 
strategists on the outcome of the 
2002 Bolivian presidential election. 

David Gordon Green’s film 
retains the South American setting, 
but blurs the line between art and 
life with fictional characters on both 
sides of the social and political 
divide. Scriptwriter Peter 
Straughan, who penned the 2011 
version of Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy, 
arms his morally corrupt charac¬ 
ters with an arsenal of polished 
one-liners to justify their under¬ 
hand tactics. 

Sandra Bullock and Billy Bob 
Thornton are a delicious double act 
at the centre of these machinations, 


playing rival spin doctors who will 
stop at nothing to undermine each 
other’s candidates. 

Even the campaign bus rides 
along winding mountainside roads 
turn into a potentially fatal game of 
chicken between the two camps. 

“The truth is what I tell the 
electorate the truth is,’’ boldly 
declares ‘Calamity’ Jane Bodine - 
played by Sandra Bullock - who has 
turned her back on skulduggery to 
recover from a nervous breakdown 
in a cabin in the woods. 

Campaign consultants Ben and 
Nell pay Jane an impromptu visit 
and offer her a rocky path back to 
glory. 

Pedro Castillo, the unpopular 
president of Bolivia, is seeking 
re-election, but he is languishing in 
fifth place in the polls. 

He needs Jane’s expertise to turn 
the political tide in his favour, away 
from frontrunner Rivera - whose 
campaign is masterminded by her 


arch-nemesis, Pat Candy - played 
by Billy Bob Thornton. 

Jane contends with altitude 
sickness and her barely concealed 
contempt for Castillo to formulate 
the perfect plan of attack: convince 
the people that Bolivia their country 
is on the precipice of disaster. 

Our Brand Is Crisis hinges on Ms 
Bullock and she displays impecca¬ 
ble comic timing, whether it’s 


physical pratfalls like falling down 
airplane landing steps or tossing 
verbal grenades at everyone in her 
eyeline. Mr Thornton is a lip¬ 
smacking foil and the actors relish 
heated exchanges in Straughan’s 
script. The film loses its way in a 
final act that tugs heartstrings and 
ignores everything that Jane 
professes about the mucky 
business of electioneering.

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PROBLEMS: Potato blight is a common concern

I F you’re already ‘chitting’ your 
seed potatoes and waiting for 
those valuable shoots to appear 
on the tubers before planting 
out, be aware that this process 
may be the least of your worries. 

While potatoes are generally pretty 
easy to grow given the right situa¬ 
tion, some gardeners end up with rot¬ 
ten, foetid tubers which will need dis¬ 
posing of as soon as they are out of 
the ground. 

The most common problem is po¬ 
tato blight, a disease which causes 
brown or black patches to appear on 
young leaves from June onwards. The 
disease spreads rapidly to stems and 
finally the plant collapses. Spores are 
washed down to the tubers, resulting 
in a reddish brown rot and leaving 
the potatoes a soggy mass. 

If you spot it early enough, you can 
remove infected leaves straight away 
to stop it spreading and ‘earth up’ or 
mulch rows with a thick layer of 
straw or hay. 

Don’t harvest the crop for at least 
three weeks after removing the dis¬ 
eased foliage to allow time for the po¬ 
tato skins to thicken up and spores on 
the surface to die. 

Don’t leave blighted tubers in the 
ground. They will all need digging up 
as otherwise the spores will spread 
again, affecting subsequent crops. 

Blight usually hits crops in warm, 
humid conditions from mid-summer 
onwards. 

It can be prevented by spraying 
with a copper-based fungicide, Bor¬ 
deaux mixture, before symptoms first 


appear and repeating the treatment 
every two weeks. But if blight has al¬ 
ready appeared, no amount of fungi¬ 
cide will save your crop. 

To reduce the risk of blight, practise 
crop rotation - don’t grow potatoes on 
the same piece of land more than 
once every four years - and use deep 
earthing up to protect the tubers. 

Grow early potatoes, which are 


lifted before blight appears, or those 
which show some blight resistance, 
including ‘Sarpo Mira’, ‘Colleen’ and 
‘Cosmos’. Make sure you always buy 
certified seed potatoes and don’t save 
your own tubers. 

Other potato problems include 
blackleg, a bacterial disease that 
causes the leaves to wilt and the 
stems to blacken. This usually occurs 


early in the season and in dry weath¬ 
er. You’ll need to destroy affected 
plants. 

Slugs can be a major pain in heavy 
and wet soil, and there’s not a lot you 
can do about them unless you resort 
to slug pellets or other common slug 
deterrents. Early potato varieties may 
be less affected and if you lift your 
maincrops early you may be able to 


enjoy them before the slugs do. 

The first sign of eelworms, tiny 
worm-like creatures which burrow 
into the roots of potatoes, is when 
plants growing close to each other 
start dying from the base upwards 
and the leaves yellow. Tiny reddish 
brown cysts grow out from the roots, 
which are the females and full of eggs. 
Affected plants will soon die.

A more fitting choice might have 
been the Ovillers Commonwealth 
War Graves Cemetery [CWGC] where 
33 men of the Royal West Kent and 
The Buffs who died from July 1-4 
1916 are known to be buried. 

There are 2,480 unknown 
burials here as well which undoubt¬ 
edly include in their number men of 
these two regiments. 

The next largest concentration is 
24 known burials at Dantzig Alley 
CWGC. 

In all, 322 men from these two 
regiments died on the Somme from 
July 1-4 1916. Some 204 have no 
known grave and are remembered 
on the Thiepval Memorial. Of these 
82 died on July 1, 17 on July 3 and 
219 on July 3. 

I know from my own research at 
least one of the deaths on July 3 
was attributable to wounds 
received on July 1. The soldier in 
question, Private John Pearson 
from West Kingsdown, is buried at 
Daours CWGC near to the casualty 
clearing station to which he was 
evacuated.

BRAND UPDATE: German marque has enjoyed spectacular success with 
special edition plays and has started 2016 by dealing another tempting hand 


V OLKSWAGEN has a habit of launch¬ 
ing temptingly priced and well-spec’d 
special editions - the Golf Match be¬ 
ing a perennial favourite. 

So perhaps we shouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised by the latest batch of ‘specials’ from the 
German giant, nor suspicious that this might sig¬ 
nal desperation after last year’s diesel emissions 
scandal. 

After all, it’s not as if VW’s UK sales faltered 
much in the aftermath of that furore: the brand 
ended up boosting sales by more than four per 
cent last year. 

One of the line-up’s favourites is the VW Up, my 
pick of the city car sector and currently available 
as a Look Up special edition based on the popular 
Move Up model, but costing just £70 more at 
£9,995. 

It’s in three-door format and while it has the 
lower output 60PS (59bhp) version of the Up’s 
universal three-cylinder 1.0-litre petrol engine, 
you’d be hard-pressed to notice much difference to 
the 75PS version. 

The Look Up also comes with sporty 15-inch al¬ 
loys and unique trimming inside and out, plus 
distinctive yellow, red or white paint jobs. 

At the other extreme is what I consider one of 
VW’s best current cars, the CC four-door coupe 
and available in two special Black edition models: 
the GT Black Edition and CC R-Line Black Edition. 


Both get distinctive black front grille (natu¬ 
rally) electric tilting sunroof, and their own 18- 
inch alloy designs, but the interior also gets ex¬ 
tra: ‘Carbon Nappa’ leather upholstery with 
carbon fibre-style decorative inserts on front 
and side doors, plus black piano inserts in the 
centre console. 


They are priced from £29,150 - just £575 more 
than the current CC GT and R-Line models. 

The most potent of VW’s seasonal specials 
though is the highly spec’d 220PS (218bhp) Sci- 
rocco GTS (from £28,195) available as a manual 
or DSG auto - both deliver 0-60mpg in 6.5 
seconds.

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A big SUV for those who hate them 


Volvo has created another big and versatile seven-seater that’s good to drive and 
doesn’t offend other road users, writes Steve Loader... 



A RE big SUVs/4x4s 
pointless? 

Of course they appeal 
to those living out in the 
sticks and needing 
something to get them out of a bind, 
or tow a trailer or horsebox. 

But let’s be honest, most owners 
are townies who buy them for swank 
and the lofty oh-so-superior driving 
position. They certainly don’t buy 
them to enjoy driving, at least not 
the big models: cornering can feel 
like a fairground ride. 

And yet, I always respected the 
Volvo XC90 and its buyers. The 
original lasted 12 years on the 
market: impressive when a car’s 
production life is typically 5-7 years, 
but not so surprising when a car just 
hits the spot so well. 

Spacious yet nimble and able to 
seat seven, it was also relatively 
affordable - some say Volvo unwit¬ 
tingly under-priced it. 

Unlike some it was also never 
marketed as a rapid response wagon 
for a SWAT team, though hot 
versions were available - if you 
looked hard enough - so seemed to 
offend nobody. 

But, after a long reign, it finally 
gave way to a worthy successor last 
year. 


Squarer in style, enhanced by 
what Volvo calls ‘Thor’s Hammer’ 
headlights, the new XC90 has 
presence and the more upright look 
underlines the pragmatic space 
efficiency of the interior, notably for 
the third row of seats, catering for 
adults up to five feet seven in height. 

Folding all five rear seats - fully 


flat, unlike some SUVs - also creates 
a huge IKEA-friendly 1,899-litre load 
area, so the big Swede can be both 
luxury motor and workhorse. 

Amazingly, this is helped by 
thinner seat cushions that somehow 
surpass the benchmark comfort of 
the old XC90 and enhance Volvo’s 
formidable reputation in this field. 



It means even entry-level Momen¬ 
tum trim and spec delivers enough to 
please half of all UK customers - it’s 
all the luxury most will need. The 
rest opt for sporty R-Design (30 per 
cent) or cosseting Inscription trim 
(20) as tested here.

MARGATE boss Nikki Bull is refus¬ 
ing to take any credit for his side’s 
remarkable transformation, instead 
claiming the players deserve all the 
plaudits.

“I don’t see any point in wasting 
money like that.” 

When quizzed on what his side 
can achieve for the remainder of the 
campaign, Bull was quick to play 
down suggestions of a late promo¬ 
tion push, and insisted the Gate will 
take one game at a time. 

“At the moment we’re only a few 
points off the play-off places,” he 
said. 


“But I think the table has a bit of 
an unrealistic look to it because eve¬ 
ryone has so many games in hand on 
us, so I see it as more like being 12 or 
13 points off.

that’s where we started so for now 
we just need to take each game as it 
comes.”
